Born in Virginia 


Although he had served both the 


states of Washington and Illinois 
n congress Lewis was a Virginian 
by birth.

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Hitler, Mussolini Must Wait 


To Challenge British on Sea 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER 


Washington— We can only guess where events in Europe are leading 


but it seems a reasonable guess that hope of a peaceful solution is cx« 
trcmely remote. We can all wish that this guess may prove to be incor- 
rect. Yet in shaping our own policy — which now is under reconsideration 
in congress and in public discussion— it behooves us to weigh the prob- 


abilities and to be guided by them, 


The chances seem to me to be against an immediate 


outbreak of general war. 


In occupying Albania, Mussolini apparently is act- 


ing in preparation lor further domination of the 
Rome-Berlin axis over tlie whole Balkan peninsula. 
Although ultimately this would impinge severely on 
the British life-line through the Mediterranean, dis- 
patches from London indicate that the occupation of 
Albania will not be resisted by Great Britain. 


This action by Mussolini is in violation of an agree- 


ment with Great Britain to pre^rve the status quo 
in the Mediterranean exactly as Hitler's recent con- 
tinental moves were in violation of the Munich agree- 
ment. It seems to remove the last lingering hope of 
France and Great Britain that Italy could be pried 


Raymond Clappcraway from Hitler. Furthermore it again demonstrates 
ar did Hitler's recent actions, the futility of checking the Rome-Berlin 
combination by agreements. 


Will Rome and Berlin be satisfied with domination of all Europe, in- 


cluding the Balkans? The answer probably is in the negative. For having 
achieved that, the combination still would be dependent upon overseas 
sources for sufficient supplies of 
iron ore, copper, nickel, manganese, 
chrome, aluminum, tin, sulphur, 
mercury, tungsten, and for those 
three great necessaries of modern 
life— wool, cotton and rubber. 


Germany and Italy can reach 


those supplies only 
routes controlled by 


over trade 
the British 


fleet. Does it seem reasonable that 
Hitler and Mussolini, having come 
this far, will be content to leave 
such vital raw materials "dependent 


upon the permission of tho British 
empire? That is the real issue. Pres- 
ent expansion on the continent 
probably is preliminary to a chal- 
lenge of British sea power. 
Axis Lacks Adequate 
Sea Surface Strength 


That challenge however is likely 


to be some time in arriving. Al- 
though the Berlin-Rome combina- 
tion is powerful in the air and 
quite strong in submarines, it lacks 
adequate surface naval strength to 
face the showdown with reasonable 
prospects of success. Time must be 
allowed in which to prepare lor 
this. 


Therefore from the point of view 


of Hitler and Mussolini, the logical 
course would be to push continen- 
tal expansion just as far as possible 
short of provoking a general war. 
That has been the policy thus lar. 
to strain up to, but just short of, 
forcing war. Why should Hitler and 
Mussolini want a continental war 
when they are advancing steadily 
without it? Their game would seem 
to be to pursue this course while 
preparing lor^the day when British 
sea power would 
be challenged. 


The Balkan advance, the demands 
regarding Tunisia, the steady Jap- 
anese advance south in the Pacific, 
are all preparatory.^ 
Britain Not Likely to 
Force War on Land 


The issue could, of course,

American cotton. America has lost the 
world market that it once held. The Pres- 
ident's policies have definitely defeated 
us abroad." Egypt and South America, 
India and Sumatra have taken our place. 


And what are we going to do with 


the cotton planter? Ask something hard. 
Of course we will make him into a dairy- 
man. 


The President's new policy in. respect 


to cotton is even worse than the last one. 
. And this is because the President will not 
admit that the mighty arm of the gov- 
ernment as operated by the prodigious 
brain of this administration cannot en- 
dow a man with the power to hold him- 
self up by his bootstraps. 


Having kept America out of the world 


market, having spurned the world mar- 
•let and lost it to others, Mr. Hoosevelt 
now suggests that we go back and recover 
it 
And he would do this by subsidizing 


the cotton planter. He would pay him 
$1.25 a bale to release his loan cotton to 
the market Then he would by reason 
of this subsidy force 
this 
cotton 
out 


through the world. 


The President could become right in- 


stead of hopping from the spit onto the 
stove and then around into the coals if he 
would recognize that every export sub- 
sidy is as feeble and as shaky as a gov- 
ernment policy as a man at 120 years of 
age. And this is true even where retali- 
ation does not ensue. 


The hopelessness of Mr. Roosevelt's be- 


fuddlement in respect to these matters 
was never more evidenced than in his 
announcing the imposition of 25 per cent 
addition in duties on German goods be- 
cause they were subsidized by the Ger- 
man government, and turning a few days 
later and proposing the subsidy of our 
own cotton. 


Bat he wouldn't be using this subsidy 


against Germany. He would be employing 
it to spread wretchedness over Egypt and 
South America, India and Sumatra where 
cotton now grows really at our invitation 
because v.e wouldn't handle the world 
rrarkct.

Leaders of America's thinking on for- 


eign affairs have suggested recently that 
the United States forget about Europe and 
confine its worries within these shores. 


It is sound advice,

George Washington in his denouncement 
of foreign entanglements. But it has al- 
ways been hard advice for America to 
follow. 


Some idea of this nation's burning 


interest in Europe today might be gained 
from the "stop Hitler" demonstration held 
in Jfcxv York city recently when 20,000 
persons marched 36 blocks through the 
city streets and listened to Mayor LaGuar- 
dia denounce the C/echo-Slovakian seiz- 
in e. 


Americans are thinking ' more about 


European affairs today than they ever 
have before. Each successive crisis in Eu- 
rope is streamer headline news in Amer- 
ican newspapers. 
This is not the cause 


of American interest, it is the 
result. 


Americans demand this news. 


Walter Lippman published some weeks 


ago as enlightening a discourse on Ameri- 
can foreign policy in regard to Europe 
as has been penned in some time. 


It was Lippman's thesis that Amer- 


ica's thinking on foreign affairs is gov- 
erned almost entirely by a moral attitude. 
Americans seek always to distinguish be- 
tween right and wrong, good and evil, in 
Europe, and think accordingly. 


Before the World war we had no par- 


ticular interest in Europe because we be- 
lieved one nation was as ill-principled as 
another. 
After the war 
started Ger- 


many became an arch-fiend, however, the 
Allies took on wings and we entered the 
fray with our banners of idealism flung 
high. 


Since the rise of Hitler our thinking 


has been along the same lines, Lippman 
argues. Hate of Hitler is widespread in 
the United- States. 
How often have we 


heard generally mild Americans swear 
they would like to put a bullet through 
his skull? 


England and France lost some Amer- 


ican respect when they refused to stand 
up straighter at Munich. 
American hot- 


spurs suspected for a time that they 
too were not coming into court with clean 
hjmds. For that brief time interest in Eu- 
rope suddenly subsided. Let them fight 
it out by themselves, America said. 


Now it is changed again. 
England 


and France are showing a bit of fight and 
there are many Americans who would 
join parades, peaceful if not military, to 
stop Hitler. 


Many persons have suspected that Hit- 


ler could best be stopped by a show of 
force. 
Many say he is running a bluff 


just as Britain and France are, but that 
he is a better poker player. 


But poker is really an American game, 


which moves too many Americans to crave 
a chance at the table and "I'll call that 
bet and double raise you."

Peace in Our Own Time 


During the hearings this week be- 


more the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee the defenders of the existing 
neutrality legislation gave the im- 
pression that they have given up 
all hope of averting a world war. 
Let up hope that this is a false im- 
pression. But the fact is that they 
are talking as if they regarded war 
as inevitable, as it nothing could 
be done, as if nothing should be 
done, to prevent war. They talk like 
men who are hopcle&s, 
fatalistic, 


passive and resigned before as stu- 
pendous and horrible a catastrophe 
as ever threatened the world. 


There is no doubt that 
Senators 


Borah, Johnson, Clark, and Nye de- 
sire peace. But in the face of a sit- 
uation which threatens to destroy 
peace throughout the world, they 
are in effect saying that they think 
nothing can be done and that, 'in 
so far as they can obstruct it, noth- 
ing shall even be attempted, which 
could avert the tragedy. They are 
brave, honorable, and sincere men. 
But the fact is that not one of them 
has as yet suggested a single con- 
structive idea, a single principle, 
any policy, any program for doing 
anything now to prevent the out- 
break of a world war. 
At Least They Should 
Offer Some Alternative 


Can it be that they really feel 


they represent the will of the Amer- 
ican people, or that they are pro- 
tecting the interests of the American 
people, when they put the world on 
notice that they think war unavoid- 
able, when they declare that they 
will tie the hands of the President 
if he tries by the means within his 
power to prevent war? Do they in- 
tend to insist that this nation must 
sit still and that it can do nothing 
until hell breaks loose, except try to 
decide whether the flames of hell 
will be hotter in one corner of heL 
than in another? 


If this is not what they think, if 


they care enough about peace to do 
something to preserve it, if they do 
not trust the President of the Unit-, 
ed States to conduct the foreign pol- 
icy of this nation, then the very least 
they can do is to offer some policy 
of their own which is intended to 
prevent war. They are denying to 
the president his constitutional au- 
thority and constitutional responsi- 
bility in the conduct of foreign re- 
lations. If they think that is justifi- 
able, proper and necessary, though 
it subverts the American constitu- 
tional practice since the foundation 
of the Republic, then to prove their 
case they should come forward with 
a constructive policy of their own. 
They should say what they would 
do to prevent a world war.

No pool can become beautiful Jn 


warm weather unless thc water is 
clear and thc water lilies arc pro- 
ducing blooms. This is a good time 
to drain thc pool and reset Ihc 
plants in well enriched heavy 'soil. 
If thc water can be piped out the 
task is easy: if no piping-Is avail- 
able it can be removed by buckct- 
fuh or siphoned through thc gar- 
den hose to a low spot. Remove the 
plant containers and goldfish, if 
any have been wintered, and scrub 
thc pool's sides with an old broom. 
Chemicals arc not necessary since 
algae and brown scum on the 'sides 
of the pool yield to elbow grease 
exerted from thc business end of a 
broom. 


Water lilies of the hardy sort are 


rank growers and gross feeders 
which need space, abundant soil 
,ind a good food supply to sustain 
them Jor a single season. A good 


plan consists of removing all soil 
from thc plant box and refilling 
them with heavy clay soil which 
has been enriched with one-quar- 
ter its bulk of rotted cow manure. 
If this cannot be obtained, allow 
one-half pound of high-grade com- 
mercial fertilizer for each bushel 
of soil and use thc mixture only 
after thoroughly blending thc two.

BUILDING AN OCEAN LINER 


I— Changes In Boats 


When we ride on an ocean liner, 


we arc filled with wonder over 
the work of men. The vessel is so 
large and powerful, and men arc 
so small compared with it, that we 
may be puzzled as to how it ever 
could have been put. together. 


A single dining room on a liner 


may be large enough to hold two 
or three dozen railway locomo- 
tives. Yet the dining room is only 
one of many parts. 


What a change from the old 


days when Stone Age men made 
boats! They used to trim branches 
from fallen trees, and then would 
hollow out the trunk, or part of; 
the trunk. 


With stone axes and with fire, 


they made the so-called "dugout 
canoes." In Switzerland 
I saw 


two or three of these canoes in a 
museum. They were made thou- 
sands of years ago by Swiss Lake 
Dwellers. Certain tribes in Africa 
today make boats of much the 
same kind. 


One trouble with the dugout 


canoe was the fact it would turn 
over easily. People riding in it 
had to be careful not to move to 
one side or the other. 
To get 


around this worry, inventors put 
oh keels. 


Running along the bottom of a 


boat, from stem to stern, the keel 
helps to keep it from tipping. A 
deep keel is a strong guard against 
tipping, but there are reasons not 
to use it on many kinds of boats. 


If a rowboat, for example, had 


a deep keel, it would be hard to 
handle when drawn ashore. 
An 


ocean steamer must enter harbors 
where the water is not very deep, 
and that is one reason why keels 
on such boats are not large. 


Through the 
centuries, men 


have 
tested vessels, and h a v e 


learned what kind of keels will 
answer the needs of safety. 
The 


shape of the hull has a great deal 
to do with making a ship steady, 
also the way the weight is placed. 


So far as -being deep goes, the 


central keel of a liner does not 
amount to much nowadays. 
In 


fact, 
many vessels 
have 
"flat 


keels." Yet the keel still is im- 
portant. It serves as a kind of 
backbone. To it are fastened the 
"ribs" which rise along the sides 
of the hull. 


The first step in building an 


ocean liner is to lay the keel 
blocks. These are oblong pieces 
of wood, often a foot square and 
from four to six feet long. They 
are laid in lines running 
from 


:he stem to the stern of the ves- 
sel which is to come into being. 
Then the keel itself (commonly of 
steel nowadays) is laid.
